Election/Restrictions

V. Claims 53-56, drawn to method of controlling pitch and roll, classified in 
class 701 , subclass 37. 

VI. Claims 57-59, drawn to method of controlling profile, classified in class 
299, subclass 1.05. 

VII. Claims 67-74, drawn to method of controlling thrust pressure, classified in 
class 405, subclass 143.

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(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can excavate without using swing 
actuators to rotate the boom. 

Inventions Group III and Group I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can excavate without having a fail-safe 
hydraulic system. 

Inventions Group IV and Group I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process can be used with an apparatus lacking 
grippers such as a road-milling machine.
